that I treat at my clinic. “Sex and 
personal security” would be a good 
title for these problems because 
people feel uncertain about their 
ability to make the opposite sex (1) 
like them; (2) have sex with them, 
and (3) want to have further social/ 
sexual contact with them. 

To put it simply, the problems 
with sex relate ily to your 
own self-image. If you feel confi- 
dent that the person you want tolike 
you will like you, you are likely to 
develop relationships that will not 
be solely based on sex. Therefore, 
the sexual act, when it takes place, 
will be a special, successful activ- 
ity. 

On the other hand, if you do not 
like yourself, you will feel that the 
opposite sex will not like you, ei- 
ther. Therefore, you might feel un- 
sure about your ability to compe- 
tently conduct the sexual act. This 
could create stress and tension 
which, in tum, will cause sexual

Others 
thathave a wealth of sexual contact, 
often deteriorate when the excite- 
ment of sex diminishes.
